White oak marks 
^ boundary on first 
land deed in Upper 
Canada 


Abe and Eleanore Epp have 
been protecting a tree on their 
property for more than 60 years. 

It's a massive white oak, its 
age estimated by experts at about 
400 years old. 

TTie Epps knew they had a 
grand, majestic tree marking 
dieir driveway on Lakeshore Rd., 
and had an inkiing that it had 
some historic significance. 

Recently, thanks to some 
sleuth work by David Lee, a local 
man who began reading about 
the history of the area to learn 
more about the War of 1812, the 
tree has heen named an historic 
tree by Trees Ontario and Forests 
Ontario, under their Heritage 
Trees program. 

There was an extensive appli¬ 
cation required, said Lee, and an 
investigation by a certified 
arborist during the process of 
identifying what is now referred 
to as the Epp Oak as the official 
boundary marker in the first land 
deed in Upper Canada. 

The program identifies and 
records the location of heritage 
trees as well as details such as 
age, size, appearance and most 
importantly their cultural and 
historical significance. The Epp 
tree rated high in cultural and 
historical significance, says Lee.

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Fruit farmer remembers historic oak with significance for Mennonites

While it doesn’t rank as 
high as some in size, it’s 
stiii impressive—70 feet 
high, with a circumference 
of 17 feet at breast height, 
and a spread of 108 feet. 

The deed was signed in 
1781 between native chiefs 
and the British crown, for a 
four-mile wide strip of land 
running from Lake Ontario 
to Lake Erie, and represents 
the official beginning of the 
town now known as 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

In return, the natives 
received 300 suits of cloth¬ 
ing from the British. 

The four First Nations 
chiefs who signed the land 
deed chose the white oak, 
on the side of the Indian 
trail that is now Lakeshore 
Rd, to mark one of the 
boundaries in the deed. 

Across from the oak, on 
the banks of Four Mile 
Creek, says the certificate 
that will hang in the Epp 
home, Capt. Daniel Servos 
built the first NOTE home¬ 
stead on Palatine Hill in 
1783. 

Over the years, the Epps 
have looked after the tree— 
it’s right at the edge of their 
property beside the green 
address number sign on 
Lakeshore Rd. They have 
protected it from hydro, 
phone and gas lines, which 
they have convinced the 
utilities to run around the 
tree, under it or across the 
street. Regional staff have 
said they will respect the 
tree when they widen that 
part of Lakeshore Rd. and 
put in bike lanes, taking a 
sharper curve to avoid it. 

The Epps knew it played 
a role as a marker in the old 
Indian trail, said Epp. 

But it wasn’t until he 
discovered Lee on his prop¬ 
erty and asked what he was 
doing—Lee thought the 
fimit grower believed him 
to be a logger, with designs 
on a stand of small white 
oak—that he learned its full 
history. Lee told him he 
was looking for the bound¬ 
ary marker in the first land 
deed in Ontario, and 
showed him the copy of the 
original map that was part 
of the deed. 

"I know where that tree 
is,” Epp told him, and took 
him to it. 

Since then the two men 
have worked together to 


have the tree appropriately 
recognized. There is 
already a tiny plaque on it, 
put there by Trees Ontario. 
Epp is having a larger 
plaque made to go on a 
stone at the base of the 
tree. 

But the history of the 
tree, although an impor¬ 
tant part of the Epps' story, 
is only one part—it is only 
one of the trees with great 
historic and cultural sig¬ 
nificance to the couple, the 
stories now intertwined. 

While the tree is a sym¬ 
bol of the history of the 
town the Epps call home, 
there is another white oak 
that also has significance 
in their history. 

It is older—likely 1,000 
years old. 

He discovered it when 
he was reading the Trees 
Ontario book that, in addi¬ 
tion to detailing the pro¬ 
explains how a tree can 
have historic and cultural 
significance, and teUs the 
story of a white oak in the 
Ukraine. 

"I have a tree right here 
in this yard, grown from an 
acorn from that tree,” he 
said. 

He realized that the tree 
being described in the book 
was one his mother had 
taken him to, when he took 
her and his family there to 
visit her sisters in 1984. 

"It played such a role in 
all of our memories,” said 
Epp. 

"When our people, the 
Mennonite people, moved 
to the Ukraine in 1789, 
many of them slept under 
that oak tree for their first 
night. That tree was always 
important to our people’s 
lives. If they were going to 
have a Sunday picnic, or a 
young man was going to 
propose to his lady, it was 
under this old oak tree.” 

His mother wanted to 
bring home some acorns, 
but Eleanore knew Abe 
would never agree—it’s 
against the law to bring 
plant material into the 
country. 

"So they decided not to 
tell me,” says Epp. 

But once home, he 
planted one in his back¬ 
yard, where today it stands 
tall and strong, offspring of 
that important tree in the 
Ukraine they call the 
Chortitza oak for the vil¬ 


lage where it stands. 

Epp has sent seedlings 
from it across Canada to 
others who share its history 
and appreciate its signifi- 

When he made that trip 
to the Ukraine with his 
family, his daughter saw 
how hard life was for the 
family left behind, and said 
to her grandmother, "Thank 


you for leaving.” 

“We were the lucky ones, 
we got out. The majority 
stayed there,” he said. 

In addition to the tree 
on the Epp farm property, 
he has planted one at the 
town’s Lake Shore 
Cemetery, with a plaque 
explaining its history and 
thanking those who helped 
the Mennonite people 


come to Niagara for a bet¬ 
ter life for their families, 
and for religious freedom. 

Epp likes to say that in 
the Ukraine "our people 
were a big part of the bread 
basket of Europe. Those of 
us who were able to come 
here are pleased to have 
become the fruit basket of 
Niagara. We're so grateful 
to be here, to be part of 


Niagara, and so grateful to 
the people of Niagara for 
letting us in and providing 
a place of refuge for our 
families.” 

To Epp, the two trees 
represent two histories and 
two cultures, which for his 
family and the other 
Mennonites who left 
Ukraine and made it to 
Niagara, became one.

Can’t support any party? 

Let them know how you feel 


Last provincial election in Ontario, 
less than half those eligihle to vote 
actually cast a ballot. 

Leading up to this election, advance 
polls were down 6% over the last elec¬ 
tion. Does that mean more voters are 
waiting until the last minute to make 
up their minds, or does it mean an 
even poorer showing at the polls? 

There seems even more than the 
usual discontent, more disenchant¬ 
ment with politics in general and with 
all parties fliis election, so it seems 
likely the voter turnout could be even 
more dismal than in 2011, which saw a 
record low of 48%. 

To those who feel marginalized, 
there is a solution. 

This is not an encouragement to 
spoil or decline a ballot. It’s a plea to 
get out to the polls and vote, for some¬ 
body, if possible, or for nobody. If 
that’s all you can muster. 

It’s telling that there is talk this time 
in the media, and even at the leaders’ 
debate on TV, of declining a ballot, but 
are voters clear on what that means, or 
how to go about it? 

We aJl know how to spoil a ballot. 

The problem is, it gets counted the 
same as a ballot where a genuine error 
has been made. It makes no political 
statement, so really is a waste. 

If you want your vote to be recorded 
as a protest against your choices, you 
must decline your ballot. 


That means you take your ballot 
and hand it back. According to 
Elections Ontario, the deputy return¬ 
ing officer will immediately write the 
word "declined” upon the back of the 
ballot and preserve it to be returned to 
the returning officer. An entry will be 
made in the poll record that the elector 
declined to vote. 

That means you are publicly refus¬ 
ing to vote. It doesn’t happen in the 
seclusion of the voting booth, it is out 
in the open. It may go against the grain 
for those who believe in the privacy of 
marking a ballot, but it is the only way 
to actually protest, and presumably, if 
you feel that strongly, you won’t mind 
others knowing. 

Again, we are not counselling peo¬ 
ple not to vote. The much better deci¬ 
sion is to research the policies of all 
parties and vote for the one you 
believe will do the most good for the 
province of Ontario over the next four 
years. Because if you decline your bal¬ 
lot, one party will still be elected and 
form a government, and you will have 
had no say as to which one that will 
be. 

But if you are truly so disillusioned 
that you can’t bring yourself to support 
any candidate or the party they repre¬ 
sent, declining to vote is an option that 
will be recorded as such. 

Not a great option, but better than 
sitting at home and doing nothing.

> Too many 
women are 
not taking 
advantage 
of breast screening 
programs 


I was one of the lucky 
ones. I got the letter, the 
one that comes with good 
news. Not the phone call 
with the bad news. 

The letter came from 
the Ontario Breast 
Screening Program. It is 
sent to women to tell them 
the mammogram they had 
recentiy did not show any 
signs of breast cancer. 

It comes after a few days 
of holding your breath 
every time the phone 
rings, wondering if this 
was going to be the call 
with the bad news. Not a 
long time to wait, really, 
but still difficult. Women 
worry. 



I felt this time I had rea¬ 
son to worry. Tm not get¬ 
ting any younger, after all, 
and I'm about five years 
older than my mother was 
when she died of breast 
cancer. 

Also, there was procras¬ 
tination involved. Life is 
hectic, and a busy sched¬ 
ule was enough of an 
excuse to put off making 
an appointment. It had 
been more than three 
years, I was told when I 


: pick up the phone and make an appointment 


finally did pick up the 
phone to make an appoint¬ 
ment, which I did because 
my friend Karen had post¬ 
ed her good news letter 
from the breast screening 
program on Facebook. 

■Ihe letter also encour¬ 
ages us to remind other 
women to have a mammo¬ 
gram and become part of 
the program, if they're 50 
years old or more, so hope¬ 
fully they too will receive 
good news and not have to 
worry for another two 
years. 

The same day I saw 
Karen's post on Facebook, 
my friend Hilda stopped 
by to see me. She looked 
amazing. She was sporting 
a brightiy-coloured head 
scarf, long dangly earrings 
to match, and a little more 
makeup than she usually 
wears. 

She is going through 
chemotherapy for breast 
cancer, and doing all she 


can to stare it down and 
put on a positive face. 

She has no family histo¬ 
ry of the disease, but nev¬ 
ertheless, she got the 
phone call. 

Hilda's cancer was 
found early, thanks to her 
mammogram, so she has a 
fighting chance. And she is 
telling women every 
chance she gets to make 
that call, as she reminded 
me that afternoon. 

She says she never 
thinks, "why me?" Instead 
she thinks "why not me? 
Why should it be someone 
else, instead of me?" 

Her words have run 
through my mind often 
recentiy. I can't help but 
think "why me?" Why am I 
one of the lucky ones, at 
least so far, when she is 
not? When so many others 
are not? 

Thank you Karen and 
Hilda for reminding so 
many of us of the impor¬ 


tance of regular mammo- 

I suspect, and hope 
there are other women out 
there who have received a 
good-news letter as a 
result of these reminders. 

And to those women 
who are also procrastina¬ 
tors, whose lives are too 
busy while they look after 
everything and everybody 
but Aemselves, please 
don't put it off any longer. 
It's time. 

And if you happen to 
get the phone call, remem¬ 
ber, as Hilda says, early 
detection will give you a 
fighting chance. 

There are so many, 
many good reasons for 
having regular mammo¬ 
grams—if not for yourself, 
for all those who love you. 

Something to think 
about: 

■"Between 1990 and 
2009, breast cancer deaths 


decreased by 37% for 
women aged 50 to 74, by 
37% for women aged 30 to 
49, and by 31% for women 
of all ages. This decrease 
may be because of 
increased screening with 
mammography and better 
treatments. 

*In 2010-2011, 61% of 
women in Ontario aged 50 
to 74 were screened for 
breast cancer with mam¬ 
mography through the 
Ontario Breast Screening 
Program or other screen¬ 
ing clinics. This means 
there are stUl many women 
who would benefit from 
regular breast cancer 
screening. 

“Regular breast cancer 
screening can find cancer 
when it is small, which 
means a better chance of 
treating the cancer suc¬ 
cessfully. It also means it is 
less likely to spread, and 
there may be more treat¬ 
ment options.

More than $21,000 
raised for 
Heartland Forest, 
Red Roof Retreat

Owen Bjorgan knew an 
880-kilometre hike of the 
Bruce Trail wouldn’t be a 
walk in the park, and it 
wasn’t—he expected to face 
challenges along the way, 
and he did. 

But he also encountered 
some great moments of 
peace, of a perfect balance of 
mind and body. 

There were times, he said. 


when despite a 45-pound 
knapsack on his back, he felt 
so strong, so at one with 
mind and body, that it 
seemed like he was floating 
through the forest—and at 
that point, he knew that this 
was what his life was meant 
to be. 

“My mind and body are in 
the best state they’ve ever 
been in. That’s what being 
outdoors does to you. I 
thought it might get harder 
as I walked but it turned out 
the hardest part was the 
beginning, and things got 
easier and stronger and 
smoother as I went along.” 

Bjorgan reached 

Queenston Heights Thursday 
at 5 p.m., 37 days after he 
took his first steps on the 
trail in Tobermory. 


The biggest hardship, he 
said, was the weather. 

Despite all he had done to 
plan for it, and a strong 
determination to keep walk¬ 
ing through it, five full days 
of cold, snow and rain and 
flooding on the trail, took 
him to the point that he 
couldn’t stop shivering, was 
growing weaker, and Imew if 
he didn’t do something to 
treat what he describes as 
mild hypothermia, it would 
only get worse. 

He had contacts not too 
far away, and spend two 
nights and a day recovering. 

When he set off after that 
brief rest, he said, “my mind 
and body was 110%. I felt 
right again.”

Terry Mactaggart was a little 
nervous about cycling through 
the busy streets of Mississauga 
last year, but she couldn’t resist 
the opportunity to raise money 
for palliative care. 

The program co-ordinator 
tor the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Palliative Care Service is riding 


again this year with a team of 
cyclists, aged 15 to 70, calling 
themselves the Pedal Pushers. 

And she isn’t the least bit 
hesitant—the event was so 
well-handled last year that it 
was a lot of tun and felt com¬ 
pletely safe, and she’s looking 
forward to doing it again. 

“The five of us who rode last 
year came away with such a 
wonderful feeling. Everyone 
was so enthusiastic, so positive 


and so inspirational,’’ said 
Mactaggart. 

“There were volunteers lin¬ 
ing the side of the roads, cheer¬ 
ing us on. It was a wonderful 
event. I can’t say enough about 
it, and I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to doing it again.” 

The local palliative care 
organization doesn’t do a lot of 
fundraising, hut this particular 
event, the Healing Cycle Ride, 
is organized annually to raise 
money for hospice palliative 
care, with all money raised by 
cyclists going to the volunteer 
organization in their own com¬ 
munities.

Five-year-old Johnny 
Tanias is about to get a much- 
needed kidney. 

And he’s not the only one. 

Johnny’s family learned 
Monday morning he has 
been paired throng an organ 
exchange program run by the 
University Health Network, 
which includes Toronto 
General Hospital and Sick 
B3ds, his grandmother Patty 
Giovinazzo said. 

Her husband Mike wanted 
to give his kidney to his grand¬ 
son, and was a match until an 


infection caused Johrmy’s 
body to develope antibodies 
that would make his body 
reject his grandfather’s kid¬ 
ney. As a result they were 
accepted into the exdiange 
program—Johnny gets his 
kidney, and Mike will donate 
his to someone else as part of 
a chain, Giovinazzo said. 

“We don’t know where 
Mike is going yet, but we do 
know that someone is com¬ 
ing to Toronto to give Johimy 
a kidney. We haven’t heard 
from Mike’s team at Toronto 
General yet, but Sick Bads 
called (Monday morning). 
They did say that it was a 
chain involving more than 
one pair, meaning that if A is 


Johimy and Mike is A+ as his 
exchange donor, the pairing 
would look like this: A gets B+ 
kidney; B gets C+ kidney; C 
gets A+kidney.” 

The chain, she said, can 
be as long as 12 pairs. 

“1 can’ttell you how happy 
we are. Of course we wish the 
surgery could happen tomor¬ 
row, my daughter Carmen Is 
already on tenterhooks wor¬ 
rying toat something may go 
wrong while we wait for the 
surgery but right now we’re 
ecstatic, happy and crying at 
the same time.” 

Johnny has a rare condi¬ 
tion that was discovered 
before he was bom, and 
because of it, neither his uri¬ 


nary tract nor his kidneys 
developed properly. 

He spent the first two 
months of his life at Sick Bdds 
Hospital in Toronto, and has 
had 24 surgeries since then. 
He has a permanent catheter 
and a feeding tube, which has 
helped him grow strong 
enough for transplant sur¬ 
gery. 

“Tolookathim, he appears 
healthy and robust," says 
Giovinazzo, his grandmother. 

“But he is not He is in the 
end stages of renal failure.” 

Mike will have to travel 
wherever the recipient lives 
in Canada to donate his kid¬ 
ney, she explains. 

“Mike is often asked how 


he can do that, donate his 
kidney to a compiete strang¬ 
ely’ she says, “but he’s happy 
to be able to do it It’s the best 
solution for Johrmy, and for 
another child as well.” 

But there is a cost 
involved. 

Mike is a mechanic at Ed 
Learn Ford in St Catharines. 
He will be off work for eight 
weeks, with limited insurance 
during that time. And while 
surgery costs are covered, 
travel expenses are not, 
although liiere is a fund that 
will cover a small portion for 

“We’re praying Mike’s sur¬ 
gery is in Toronto or 
Hamiiton,” says Giovinazzo. 


Johrmy’s parents. Carmen 
and John Tamas, will be in 
Toronto lAdiile they wait for 
the surgery, foliowing which 
Carmen and Johrmy have 
to stay in Toronto for at least 
two months. John’s plan is to 
continue working throughout 
except for the week of sur¬ 
gery, says Giovinazzo. 
Carmen had to stop working 
when Johimy was bom. 

“Our entire family has 
been devoted to helping 
Carmen, John and Johrmy in 
every way, including finan¬ 
cially. Even if everything goes 
off perfectly we are looking at 
huge expenses,” she says.

A RICH HISTORY

Pilot re-acquainted with 
old friends, plane they flew

When 94-year-old 
Norm Howe was invited 
to the Canada Aviation 
and Space Museum in 
Ottawa to see the airplane 
he flew during the war, he 
told his family he wasn’t 


Ottawa, escorted by a 
Spitfire and a Mustang, 
before being delivered to 
the museum by air. 

"It was a cargo aircraft, 
very rudimentary and 
very noisy, but it was very 
nice of them to do that for 

In 1939, Howe was 19 
years old, living in 


Toronto, and afraid he 
was going to he called up 
to the army. 

He and a buddy decid¬ 
ed to join the air force 
instead, were accepted, 
and began training for 
their pilot's licence just a 
few months later. He was 
sent overseas In 1941.

They went ahead and 
made travel arrange¬ 
ments anyway, sure they 
could change his mind. 

Last Friday, at a cere¬ 
mony plarmed to co-in- 
cide with D-day com¬ 
memorations in Ottawa, 
the former RAF pilot not 
only saw the legendary 
airplane, the only remain¬ 
ing Hawker Typhoon in 
existence, he met and vis¬ 
ited with a small group of 
pilots who had also flown 
them in the Second World 
War. 

Before the ceremony 
at the museum, Howe 
and the other pilots were 
picked up in a limousine 
and taken to board to a 
DC3, where they were 
taken for a tour by air over

Howe didn’t even have a 
driver's licence, he said, hut 
soon found himself with his 
wings, flying Hurricanes, 
Spitfires and then the new 
Typhoon, which had a repu¬ 
tation that preceded it when 
it first arrived at the air force 
base near Bristol, England— 
and it wasn’t a good one. 

"We had heard horror 
stories about it, including 
tails that had fallen off, so we 
were all nervous about flying 
it. But when it was being 
delivered, it did a nice circuit 
over the airport and then 
landed smoothly, and a 
dainty little pilot stepped out. 
If she could fly it, we’d be 
embarrassed not to try, and 
besides, we didn’t have any 
choice. It’s not like you could 
wake up in the morning and 
say ‘I don’t think I want to get 
out of bed today,’ you did 
what you were told.” 

At the time, the single¬ 
seat fighter-bomber was the 
world’s largest and heaviest 
single-engine aircraft. 

It has 24 cylinders, 2,500 


horsepower and tipped the 
scales at 5.5 tonnes. 

The nose of the aircraft 
was so big, Howe recalls, that 
“when you were taxiing you 
had to swing it back and forth 
along the runway just to look 
out both sides. Otherwise 
you couldn’t see over the 
enormous nose.” 

And yet it was very pow¬ 
erful and very fast, says 
Howe—so fast that it would 
dive at almost the speed of 
sound. The pilot would have 
to set it to pull out of a dive 
automaticaliy—he would 
black out for a moment 
because of the speed. 

“It was a brute of an air¬ 
craft,” Howe said. 

Was he scared to fly it? 

"We were kids. We were 
too young and too dumb to 
be scared. We just did what 
we were told. And those 
were good years. Being dis¬ 
charged was a sad day. The 
fighter squadron was small, 
and those people became 
our family.” 

The T^hoon now on dis¬ 
play at the Ottawa museum 
is the only complete example 


powerful 

of the 3,300 built for the war. 
It was at one point loaned to 
the US. for testing purposes, 
said Howe, “and everybody 
forgot about it. Then the RAF 
repatriated it, and sent it on a 
tour, so it’s in Ottawa for 

“It was wonderful to see 
it, and the other Typhoon 
pilots. We used to have 
reunions but we haven’t for 
quite a few years. I chatted 
with people I knew and 
hadn’t seen for a long, long 
time.” 

Howe flew an impressive 
90 combat missions in bomb¬ 
ers and fighter planes over 
France, Holland and Belgium 
during the Second World 
War, and in 1944 was award¬ 
ed the Distinguished Flying 
Cross for his efforts—the 
prestigious decoration sits 
beside many medals he was 
awarded for being a “keen 
and enthusiastic office,” as 
described by his squadron 
commander. 

“This officer never misses 
a chance of taking part,” the 
commander wrote in the let¬ 
ter that earned Howe the 


decoration. “He has good 
record of sustained effort. 
His 32 dive-bombing attacks 
were particularly worth of 
notice.” 

He took part in the Dieppe 
Raid, leading his section in 
low-level attacks on gun 
positions. 

On June 6, 1944, 18 


Typhoon squadrons played 
an important role in the 
Royal Air Force’s tactical 
assault on the German posi¬ 
tions as British and Canadian 
troops landed on the beach¬ 
es in Normandy. 

During a dive-bombing 
attack in France, he was very 
badly shot up and in spite of 


severe damage he brought 
the aircraft safely home. 

“We always fiiought we’d 
make it back. We knew it was 
war and people would be 
killed, but we iways thought 
it would be somebody else.”
